Hemoglobin ‘bust’ 
aids research 
blood disorders 

Two University of Rochester 
scientists have broken down the 
structure of hemoglobin —a feat 
expebted to aid research into blood 
disorders and anaemia. 

After one and one-half years on 
their project, Dr. Martin Morrison 
and Dr. Jean L. Cook, were able 
to “bust” blood hemoglobin into 
its three molecular components. 

The scientists explained that 
their discovery would not be of 
immediate aid to people suffering 
from anaemia or blood disorders, 
but they said it was an important 
step towards discovering a cure 
for such maladies.

There is a certain amount of 
confusion among Canadians con¬ 
cerning the graves of those sei- 
vicemen buried in Canada whose 
maintenance comes under the ju¬ 
risdiction of the Imperial War 
Graves Commission. 

The answer to the confusion 
lies in the fact that, for com¬ 
mission purposes only, World War 
I ended on August 31, 1921, and 
World War II on December 31. 
1947. The graves of veterans who 
died in Canada as the result of 
service disabilities before those 
dates are the responsibility of the 
Imperial War Graves Commission. 

Since the Korean action was not 
legally classified as a War, no rul¬ 
ing has yet been made with re¬ 
gard to the graves of Korean 
casualties.

Wifch the travel season soon 
upon us, thousands of Canadian 
veterans of the two World War’s 
will be revisiting Europe and the 
scenes of war which are indelibly 
stamped on their memories. 

To mention Vimy or Ortona, for 
example, is for a veteran to be 
instantly reminded of the wars 
and of comrades dead and buried 
in a foreign land. 

Yet even the World War II vet¬ 
eran will only with difficulty find 
the physical evidences of fight¬ 
ing outside certain devastated 
cities. 

It is when the sign of some 
crossroad or lane — end points 
out to the tourist the existence of 
a beautiful war cemetery deep 
Sacrifice; and the largest ceme¬ 
teries have a huge stone slab 
called the Stone of Remembrance. 

In charge of these cemeteries, 
scattered throughout the world, is 
in the country that the imagina¬ 
tion really begins to work upon 
things that were. 

These cemeteries, some of them 
wholly Canadian, have come to 
mean a great deal to ex-servicer 
men. Rare, indeed, is the veteran 
who, on a trip to Europe, does 
not visit one or more. 

Little is known in this country, 
however, of the organization 
which developed and has main¬ 
tained these cemeteries in such an 
admirable fashion. The visitor, in¬ 
deed, does not have a feeling of 
sadness on entering them. The 
headstones are spread out in per¬ 
fect order; usually there is a beau¬ 
tiful monument with a Crusader’s 
sword known as the cross of 
the Imperial War Graves Com¬ 
mission, of which the Duke of 
Gloucester is president. Each 
Commonwealth country is rep¬ 
resented on the commission, us¬ 
ually by the nation’s High Com¬ 
missioner stationed in London; 
and each country pays a fixed 
percentage towards the upkeep of 
the cemeteries. 

The Imperial War Graves Com¬ 
mission was formed in 1917 fol¬ 
lowing the deliberations of the 
Imperial War Conference with the 
resolution approving its charter 
being moved by the then Canadian 
prime minister — Sir Robert 
Borden. 

From the beginning, leading ar¬ 
chitects, stone craftsmen and 
landscaping experts have com¬ 
bined their skills to make tire last 
resting place of those who died 
in action, or as a result of ac¬ 
tion, places of peace and dignity 
where their memories can be 
honored. 

Although Canada does not have 
a national cemetery, or a war 
cemetery as such, the Imperial 
War Graves Commission is rep¬ 
resented in this country by a sec¬ 
retary - general, a former Cana¬ 
dian gunner and staff officer by 
the name of Charles B. Fuller. 
He assumed the post some three 
years ago. 

A native of Brantford, Ontario, 
Mr. Fuller is concerned about 
Commonwealth war graves 
throughout the world but his pri¬ 
mary responsibility is the care of 
graves in North America. 

The graves of former service¬ 
men, ranging in numbers from 
two to four hundred are located 
in 3,000 cemeteries across Canada. 
The Commission bore the expense 
of erecting headstones and main¬ 
tains the graves. Canadian and 
Commonwealth servicemen also 
are buried in other parts of North 
America and the commission pro¬ 
vides for adequate care of their 
graves as well. 

The grave of the fabulous Brig¬ 
adier Wingate, of Burma fame, 
located in Arlington Cemetery in 
Washington, D.C., is for example, 
Mr. Fuller’s responsibility. Al¬ 
though Wingate crashed in Burma, 
the plane in which he was trav¬ 
elling carried a majority of Am¬ 
ericans, the reason why his re¬ 
mains were brought to the United

Those servicemen whose last 
resting places are unknown also 
are commemorated. About two 
years ago the commission com¬ 
pleted a memorial on Citadel Hill, 
Halifax, to officers and men of 
the Royal Canadian Navy and Ca¬ 
nadian Merchan Navy and Cana¬ 
dian soldiers who lost their lives in 
the Second World War and have 
no known grave but the sea. 

No distinction of rank is made 
when graves are the responsibility 
of the commission. Private or 
Field Marshal, the serviceman lies 
beneath a simple, upright head¬ 
stone of granite or some other 
stone of uniform size, on which 
is engraves his rank, name, unit, 
date of death, age and a personal 
inscription from his next of kin.

The value 
of boxing

No sP9rt has received as much 
unfounded criticism as boxing has 
in the last two decades; no sport 
has been as sadly misunderstood 
as boxing is. > 

It is commonly agreed among 
the exponents of this art, that no 
one can fully appreciate this, ap¬ 
parently cruel sport unless they 
have participated in it in some 
form; if only as a good fan. What 
appears to be ruthless abuse of the 
human body is simply a display 
of excellent physical condition 
and dexterity. 

It is not the matter of abusing 
one another in the ring, but a 
test of skill and endurance. Sel 
dom do we find boxers angry in 
the ring, and when this does hap¬ 
pen it is extremely detrimental to 
the victim of this lack of con¬ 
trol. On the contrary, opponents, 
are more frequently on friendly 
terms, which is also frequently 
displayed in the match. There are 
few better tests of sportsmanship 
and self-control than a high-cali¬ 
bre competition between two well- 
conditioned athletes. We seldom, if 
ever, see gross misconduct, or dis¬ 
regard for the rules in the ring, 
as is so common in many other 
games. Furthemore, when com¬ 
petitors are keyed ap and anxious 
for victory one would expect the 
latter; but it never seems to result. 

Not only does it teach great 
consideration, and good sports¬ 
manship in the ring but this is 
also found equally outside the ring. 
Good boxers never use their abil¬ 
ity or advantage outside of the 
ring. 

It is commonly said that, “any¬ 
one who boxes in a ring never 
fights outside it, and anyone con¬ 
stantly fighting outside the ring 
never seems to care to enter the 
ring.” We may, however, not un¬ 
commonly find the boxer defend¬ 
ing the right, or anyone at a 
disadvantage. 

Let us look at another angle, 
training. This fine sport utilizes 
such a wide variety of training, 
that this itself is of the great 
value. Running, one of the most 
valuable and enjoyable exercises 
is frequently used in training; as 
is its equivalent —skipping. This 
may be varied in dozens of ways. 
No other exercise of equal value 
may be performed in such a small 
space as skipping, or with such 
a little equipment. One may skip 
in a basement, or on a porch, or 
even on a walk. 

Other common conditioning ex¬ 
ercises such as bag punching, 
limited weight lifting, push ups, 
parallel bar or trapeze work are 
only a few of those commonly 
used.

"Navy rat virus 1 
is long-lived 

A discovery made recently at 
the University of Michigan has 
revealed a circumstance hitherto 
unsuspected in the field of bacteri¬ 
ology. Certain assertion regard¬ 
ing viruses can, more or less, be 
taken as indisputable. 

It is 1 a well-known fact that 
nearly all of these microscopic or¬ 
ganisms will live only a few weeks 
at the most after being removed 
from the living host cell, and there 
are many different kinds known 
to science. 

However, while cleaning up an 
old laboratory, a test tube with 
living virus in it was found which 
had been there for 35 years! 

There is no doubt about the po¬ 
tency of this new discovery. Rats 
inoculated with one ten-billionth 
of a drop, containing the virus, 
survived only a few Hours. 

This virus was first made known 
to science in 1909 by Dr. Freder¬ 
ick C. Novy, and the test tube in 
which the long-lived sample was

OWNERS AND OPERATORS OF 
MOBILE CONSTRUCTION EQUIPMENT 

Your attention is drawn to the fact that all mobile con¬ 
struction equipment is required to be licensed annually 
under provisions of the MOBILE CONSTRUCTION 
EQUIPMENT LICENSING ACT before such equipment 
may engage in construction work in any town, village, 
municipal district, county, improvement district or special 
area in the Province of Alberta. 

"Mobile Construction Equipment" 

»i> means machinery or equipment constructed or manu¬ 
factured for use in construction work, capable of being 
moved to its place of use under its own power or by 
being towed, pulled or carried and not intended to be 
affixed to realty, and 

(ii) includes movable bunk, cooking and dining houses used 
to serve persons engaged in construction work, but 
(ill) does not include trucks licensed under The Vehicles and 
Highway Traffic Act or The Public Service Vehicles 
Act, exclusive of mounted equipment on such trucks.” 

"Construction Work" Means The 
Operations Required 

<i) for screening and washing sand and gravel or for ex¬ 
cavating and loading or for breaking and clearing, or 
(ii) for the construction or maintenance of a road, sidewalk, 
building, structure, bridge, culvert, dam, drainage sys¬ 
tem, irrigation system, airport, pipe line, power line, 
grades, strip mining, or other work of like nature." 

Provision is contained for the imposition of a fine and 
possible impoundment of equipment where a violation of the 
Act occurs. 

A copy of the Mobile Construction Equipment Licensing 
Act may be obtained upon payment of thirty-five cents from 
(the office of the Queen’s Printer, (Highways Building, Edmon¬ 
ton, Alberta.
